! The Slayer of George Robinson in Cour 


Ruady for Trial.

Court convened this afternoon at 1:3 


o'clock, pursuant to adjournment, Judg 
Wi'din presiding. The first case callec 
for trial was that of tbe People agains 
Harry Griilin, the colored barber, who on 
the last Sunday night in last Octobe 
shot another colored man, George Robin 
son, through the heart, death resulting in 
a short time. The bloody affray too! 
place near the water fountain in front o 
John Irwin's white front clothing store 
and was witnessed by at least two per 
sons, the wife of the murdered man am 
Mr. Price, a venerable colored man, whc 
was acting in the role of a peace-mHker 
while two and some say three shots wer 
heard by a number of other persons. The 
cause of the murder is said to have grown 
out of Griffin's alleged improper relation 
with Robinson's wife. All were aHheAfri 
can Methodist church that fatal Sunday 
night, and after the service, near the foo 
of South Main street, George struck 
Harry over tbe head with a heavy cane 
felling him to the ground. 
Robinson 


and his wife came on up town, and on th 
way there was more or less loud talk 
caused by the threats of Griffin. At th 
inquest Mr. Price and Mrs. Robinson tes 
titled that when they had reached th 
pavement iu front of postoffice block 
Griflin came walking rapidly down Mer 
chant street toward them with a pisto 
swinging iu his hand, and when he cami 
up to them he asked, "Who was it tha 
struck me?" Robinson replied, "I did,' 
and

menced, Mr. Price standing between 
tbe two men; but Griffin reached ovei 
Price's shoulder and sent a bullet into 
the heart of Robinson, One stray bulle 
imbedded itself in the window frame in 
front of M. E. Schroeder's cigar store 
from which it was taken tbe next morning 
by Sheriff Foster. Both men had pistols 
of 38-calibre style. Robinson ran around 
the corner of "Our Drug Store," and 
at tho alley he reeled and fell upon 
his back in the mud. He was pick 
ed up

drug store a few minutes afterward. Grif- 
fin didn't try to escape. He stood aboui 
the corner aud was taken in custody by 
Officer Reynolds. He admitted having 
shot Robinson. 


Griffin is n member of the colored lodge 


ot Odd Fellows, and came here from Jer- 
seyville some years asro. He was em, 
ployed at Singleton's barber shop. Rob- 
nson was one of the best known and most 
respected of the industrious colored resi- 
dents of the city. He was an official 
member of the African Methodist church 
aud a member of the Masonio fraternity,

The objects of the Grand Army of th 


Kepublic are, as published in The Vet 
ercm, as follows: 


1. To preserve and strengthen those 


kind and fraternal feelings which bine 
together the soldiers, sailors and marines 
who united to suppress the late rebellion, 
and to perpetuate the memory and his 
tory of the dead. 


2. To assist sucb former comrades in 


arms as need help and protection; and to 
extend needful aid to the widows and or- 
phans of those who have fallen. 


3. To maintain trua allegiance to the 


United States of America, based upon a 
paramount respect for, and fidelity to the 
National Constitution and laws; to dis- 
3ountenauee whatsoever tends to weaken 
oyalty, incites to insurrection, treason or 
rebellion, or in any manner impairs the 
efficiency and permanency of our free in- 
stitutions; and to encourage the spread 
of universal liberty, equal rights and just- 
ce to all men. 


Those who have other objects to reach 


or other purposes to subserve need not 
apply. The Grand Army of the Repub- 
.ic is not a political organization. The 
Encampment; which convenes here to- 
morrow is composed of delegates who 
lave political opinions which hew close 
o the lines of both political parties. 
There will be in the Encampment such 
men as Gen. John A. MoOlernurd, Gen. 
John Charles Black, Col. Jam^a H. Ma- 
heny, Hon. Wm. J. Calhoun, Hon. Lin- 
joln Dubois, and others of pronounced 
ability who represent diverse political 
opinions. These men, it is known, will 
lot press to the front anything that will 
nvplve a partisan discussion. However 
t is intimated that certain politicians 
aboring in the interest of certain candi- 
lates are seeking to work the Encamp- 
ment for all it is worth for political ad- 
vancement. Such men should at once be 


rowded out of line.

GAINESVILLE, FLA., Jan. 25, '84 


EDS. REPUBLICAN:—I suppose all 


who are thinking of Florida, and no 
doubt many who do not intend to 
visit it this winter, are anxious to 
lear how cold we have had it here, 
although I saw in yonr last issue an 
extract from a letter 
from 
Lake 


Domo. 
Well, it is said by many of 


.he oldest citizens that there has 
seen more cold weather this winter 
;han for many years, and so:«ae of 
;he coldest weather. On the morn- 
,ng of the 6th of January the lowest 
>oint I hear of, the mercury was 20, 
jut orange trees did not suffer as 
much aa on the 16th of December, 
when the mercury stood at 26, as the 
previous cold had sent the sap all 
down to the roots. Most of the trees 
n exposed places will shed off their 
.eaves, and, of course, look barren, 
jut all of the experienced orange 
growers say that it will in no way 
njure the fruifc, as the buds do not 
Dut out till February. 
It turned 


cold again on last Sunday night, un- 
expectedly, and on Monday morning 
;he mercury was 24. Six mornings 
since December 16th has the mer- 
:ury been lower than 30, and Janu 
ary so far has been the coldest for 
fears. 
Of course gardens were in- 


urecl, and the strawberry crop will 
je late, but all say it will be of ser- 
vice to the orange groves, as it will 
iill off all the insects, and give the 
;rees a vigorous start. 
Many young 


:rees of one and two years' growth 
are cut back to the ground, but will 
come out again strong and vigorous. 
All are busy planting out trees now, 
and those who have them for sale 
are getting their harvest, as several 
bundred dollars' worth of trees can 
s;row on one acre of land. 
We are 


Saving plenty of rains now, and the 
ground is in fine ordpr for planting. 


Arrivals of northern people are 


numerous yet, and many will find 


mps in Florida, as the severe cold 


of the North and Northwest will send 
many to a warmer clime. Illinois is 
well represented here. I am certain 
that there are more residents near 
here from Illinois than from any 
other Northern State; also as many 
visitors from that State as any other. 
It seems qnite home-like to see the 
genial face of Wr. Lukens and Will 
Stevenson, while Mr. H. T. Morrison 
seems one amongst us now. Hope to 
see more yet settle here. 


It is warm aiid balmy here this 


morning after a heavy rain, and the 
mercury at about 30. Farmers and 
gardeners will be busy planting their 
crops soon, and spring will be here; 
the orange trees will put on new 
leaves, and everything w 11 look as 
though it was infused with new life. 


The railroad from Live Oak is 


making its way slowly into town, and 
will be a valuable addition to this 
part of the country.
